Gave Him a Terrible

Simon Haugh!. husband of the ii 


’usurious janitress of the city hall, 


according to a story related by her 


this morning, engaged in a terrific Hat 


tie yesterday afternoon with a water 


dog. 
People knowing the character­ 
istics of a water dog say that Simon's 
experience w ill go down in history as 
unprecedented and that neither he no' 
any ether person w ill ever likely un­ 
dergo a sim ilar occurrence. 
Simon is a cripple who lives in a 
shnntvhoat below M arket street and 
fishes for a livelihood. 
For several 
days he has had poor luck, catching 
nothing but water dogs on his trot 
line, but until yesterday there was 
nothing of an exciting nature attach­ 
ed to these catches. 
In this instance 
he had nearly finished looking his line 
and was about to c h s * it into the- river 
when he felt an awful surge on it 
Thinking that he was afaint to lie re­ 
paid for a month's fishing by hauling 
in a monster fish, he excitedly began 
to prepare for a big catch. 
Slow ly he began 
pulling the line 
into the boat and to make sure that 
his supposed prize should not escape* 
him, he very suddenly gave a terrible 
lurch. 
Much to his disappointment he 
saw a mammoth water dog dangling 
in the air. 
Having taken many of 
them from hooks, he was not at all 
frightened at the sight, notwithstand­ 
ing that it was at least six times as 
large a- any other that he had seen, 
and he- boldly took hold of it. 
H ard'/ had his hands touched the 
animal before it started to fighh 
It 
jumped aru1 wriggled around in the 
boat until the hook fell from its mouth 
and then centered its attack on Simon. 
W ith a fierceness never before w it­ 
nessed the dog rushed at him, seized 
him by the leg and fought him desper­ 
ately. 
The fisherman was taken so

paid at tho rate of 3 per cent for the 
use of the money, the board consented 
to make a recommendation to council 
that tile line lie built.

Rome, Aug. I.— Th** largest conclave 
in the history of th e Catholic church 
has now assem bled 
in 
the 
sistine 
chapel for th e purpose of electing a 
successor to Leo XIII. 
Sixty-two c a r­ 
dinals, with over 200 clerical and lay 
attendants, are. to all in ten ts and par 
poses, prlsonersoevithin the vatican. 
One of them. Cardinal H errero y E s­ 
pinosa, archbishop of Velencia, was 
pros!rated Im mediately afte r entering 
the conclave and lies ill in his ceil. 
This m orning the cardinals will enter 
upon the solemn duty of choosing the 
new pope by ballot. 
T he general im ­ 
pression exists th at w ithin two or 
th ree days. possibly, though not prob­ 
ably today, a new pope will have been 
chosen. 
But no m a tte r how long a 
time may tie required, the absolute 
st elusion of the princes of the church 
from tho o u ter world must, according 
to the church law, continue until a 
choice Is made. 
Candidates Are Many. 
Prognostications as to who will w ear 
the tiara as Leo’s successor have lit­ 
tle value, as even th e cardinals who 
entered their cells seem ed to be with- 
oue definite ideas as to the issue. 
C ardinals Rampolla. Seraflno Vannu- 
telll, DI Pietro, Gotti and Oreglia con­ 
tinuo to be m ost frequently m entioned 
as the likeliest, candidates, but. the 
m om ent tho nam e of one of them is 
mentioned a hundred reasons are su p ­ 
plied to show th at he could not possi­ 
bly be elected. 
So seldom have the m ajority of the 
cardinals now here met each other, 
and so widely do they differ In na­ 
tionality and personality, th a t no o r­ 
ganized movement in support of any­ 
one cardinal has thus far been prac­ 
ticable nor. in fact. seriously a tte m p t­ 
ed. 
This does not apply to the Ital­ 
ian cardinals, who, naturally, are well 
acquainted with 
each 
other. 
W ith 
their num erical stren g th tho Italians 
could, If united, practically insure the 
election of a pontiff 
of 
their own 
choosing. 
It is the disunion and rivalry among 
the Italian cardinals which, in fact, 
loaves the question of Leo s successor 
so open as to m ake one guess almost 
as good as another. 


More Freedom for New Pope. 
Tho rival claims of the leading Ital­ 
ian cardinals, so freely ventilated in 
tho local press, are m atters which are 
all Im portant in connection with the 
decision of the conclave, because it is 
assum ed as a foregone conclusion that 
the next occupant of the holy see will 
bo an Italian. 
The foreign cardinals 
have shown no indication of opposi­ 
tion to this assum ption, but however 
willing they may lie to honor an Ital 
ian. it is believed that the serious dif 
fcrenees 
am ong 
the Italians th em ­ 
selves on m atters of political and re­ 
ligious opinion must be reconciled be­ 
fore one of them, suitable to all sec­ 
tions. can lie elected 
T he apparent 
difficulty of accom plishing this has 
rendered 
interest 
in 
tho 
conclave 
doubly acute and is largely responsi­ 
ble for the frequently expressed opin­ 
ion that some cardinal little talked of 
may em erge from the conclave as the 
next pope 
More Interesting perhaps In a cor 
fain way is the impression which pre 
sails in certain sections that no m a t­ 
ter what the verdict of the conclave 
may lie, great changes are Impending 
in the policy bf the vatican and that 
within a year or two the new pope 
will no longer consider himself a pris­ 
oner in the vatican, but will, unlike 
Leo. leave its precincts w henever nec­ 
essary.

DEMAND RECIPROCAL REDUCTION 


France Officially Intimates That Tariff 
Concessions Should Be Made 
on Her Goods. 
Paris, Aug. 1 
\ rather plain offi­ 
cial intimation has been given that if 
reductions are desired in the now 
French tariff in the duties levied on 
American assorted meats they will ho 
accorded only for reeipnval tariff con­ 
cessions in the oast* of French goods 
entering the United States 
The law 
enacted during the last days of th*' re­ 
cent session affects a number of arti­ 
cles, Including salted meats, the main 
American product, the rate on these 
meats being about doubled. 
A largo 
French trade in these meats has grown 
up and has its renters at. Havre and 
Boulogne. 
Practically all th*' salted meats us* I 
it' Paris and in the interior of Prance 
come from Chicago and other Anteri 
can

States embassy here has not yet hear I 
directly from the packers, who ex 
ported to have the aid of the state de­ 
partment. but the French importer! 
of American meats are much agitated 
and are forwarding petitions saying 
that their extensive business is threat­ 
ened with destruction.

Sixty two c a r ­ 
dinals, with over 200 clerical anil lay 
atten d an ts, are, to all in te n ts and pur 
poses, prlaonerss^Bvithin the vatlcan. 
One of them . Cardinal H e rrero y E s­ 
pinosa. archbishop of Veleneia, was 
prostrated Im m ediately after entering 
the conclave and lies ill in his cell. 
This m orning the card in als will en ter 
upon the solemn duty of choosing the 
new pope by ballot. 
T h e general im ­ 
pression exists th at 
within two or 
th ree days possibly, though not prob­ 
ably today, a new pope will have been 
chosen. 
B ut no m a tte r how long a 
time m ay be required, th e absolute 
si elusion of th e princes of the church 
from th e o u ter world must, according 
fo th e church law, continue until a 
choice is made. 
Candidates Are Many. 
Prognostications as to who will wi-ar 
th e tiara as L eo’s successor have lit­ 
tle value, as even the cardinals who 
entered th eir cells seem ed to be with- 
one definite ideas as to the issue. 
C ardinals Rampolla, Seraflno Vannu 
telll, Di Pietro, G otti and Oreglia con­ 
tinue to he most frequently m entioned 
as the likeliest candidates, but the 
m om ent th e nam e of one of them is 
m entioned a hundred reaso n s are su p ­ 
plied to show that he could not possi­ 
bly he elected. 
So seldom have the m ajority of th e 
cardinals now here m et each other, 
and so widely do they differ In na­ 
tionality and personality, th at no o r­ 
ganized m ovem ent In support of any 
one cardinal has th u s far been p ra c ­ 
ticable nor, in fact, seriously a tte m p t­ 
ed. 
T his does not apply to the Ital 
Inn cardinals, who, naturally, are well 
acquainted with

It Is th e disunion and rivalry am ong 
tho Italian cardinals which. In fact, 
leaves th e question of L eo’s successor 
so open as to m ake one guess alm ost 
as good as another. 
More Freedom for New Pope. 
T he rival claim s of the leading Ital­ 
ian cardinals, so freely ventilated in 
th e local press, are m a tte rs which are 
all Im portant in connection with the 
decision of the conclave, because it is 
assum ed as a foregone conclusion that 
th e next occupant of the holy see will 
ho an Italian. 
The foreign cardinals 
have show n no Indication of opposi­ 
tion to this assum ption, but how eve- 
willlng they may tie to honor an Ital

More Interesting p erh ap s In a cer 
tain way Is tin* Impression which pro 
vails In certain sections that no m a t­ 
ter what the verdict of the conclavo 
may he. great changes are Im pending 
ir the |Millcy of the vatlcan and that 
within a year or two the new pope 
will no longer consider him self a p ris­ 
oner in the vatlcan, but will, unlike 
Leo, leave its precincts w henever nec­ 
essary.

Simon is a cripple who lives in a 
shantyboat below M ark et street and 
fishes for a livelihood.

Slowly he began pulling the line 
into the boat and to m ake sure th a t 
his supposed prize should not escape 
him, he very suddenly gave a terrible 
lurch. 
Much to his disappointm ent he 
saw a m am m oth w ater dog dangling 
in the air.
